Affair that it is Believed Same 


Men are to Blame. 


The burglars who robin*! the po*»t 
office at Cafh town and the store of D 
A. Mickley in the same building on 
last Friday morning ara thought to ba 
the same parties as thoee who burg­ 
larized the poat office at Zullinger, 
Franklin County, on Tuesday morning 
of this week. 
At Zullinger they se 
cured over $100 and used the same 
methods as at Cashtown. Uirirg their 
way into the building and going after 
money only. 
The places robbed were 
the post office and the general mer­ 
chandise store of D. Otis Nic«idemus. 
An exploded safe, a wrecked store 
interior and the loss of $95 in stamps. 
$10 in cash and $5 or $6 in checks tell 
the story of the depredations. 
The crime was the boldest robliery 
committed in this section 
in years. 
The moon shown brightly but. regard­ 
less of this. tha burglars broke into a 
blacksmith shop to obtain some tools, 
then bored boles through the shutter 
of the Nicodenius store widow.cracked 
the glass in the window, entered the 
store, set off a mighty explosion that 
was 
beard by everybody in 
the 
vicinity and made their escape without 
being detected 
Mr. N (codeinas lives in a large real 
donee bm id mg of two stories and a 
Itasement. 
In his lsisement is his 
general store and the fmstoffice. 
The 
store has a large stock of goods. 
With the brace and bit procured at 
the blacksmith shop holes were bored 
in the shutter of the window ; then a 
hand was inserted and the catch lifted. 
The shutter was easily opened then 
and it was just as easy to 
break the 
glass in the window after which en 
trance to the store was effected. 
Going to wo-k upon the safe, the 
burglars filled the interstice* around 
the door with soap, 
using for 
this 
hard pieces of wood that had been 
sharpened at one end. When this had 
been accomplished the nitroglycerine 
was poured into one small place left 
open and the explosion followed quick­ 
ly. The burglar evidently did not put 
any blankets or other things around 
the safe to deaden the noise of the ex­ 
plosion or to hold the broken pieces of 
steel together. 
There was a tremen­ 
dous noise when the safe was cracked 
into pieces which were tossed about 
the room with great force. 
A pocketbook containing $10 in 
cash and two small checks aggregating 
$5 or $6. was secured by the burglars 
and a quantity of stamps, in value be 
tween $90 and $95. were carried off. 
The stamps were all of the 
one and 
two cent values. 
Two tacks, 
containing $30, were 
hurled from the safe upon the floor. 
They landed among the debris and 
their brown color, matching that of 
the floor and wreckage scattered there, 
caused the burglars to overlook them.

Declares Conservation Plans Must Be 


Authorized by Congress and He Will 


Urge Legislation For That Purpose. 


Praises Pinchot and Ballinger. 


Spokane, Wash., S e p t 29— P r e s i d e 
Taft delivered in Spokane his autici 
pated speech on the conservation of 
natural resources and outlined the pol­ 
icy of his adm inistration on this sub 
ject. 
Mr. Taft broadly took th e stand that 
while the present adm inistration is 
pledged to follow out the policiee of 
Mr. Roosevelt, such a pledge does not 
involve him In any obligation to carry 
out these 
policies without congres 
sional authorization. 
The president, 
however, added th at he would take 
every step and exert every influence 
on congress to have It enact legisla­ 
tion which would beat subserve the 
purposes and requirem ents of the sit­ 
uation. 
President Taft created much en th u ­ 
siasm 
when he announced 
th at he 
v. oui a urge on congress the necessity 
of authorizing the secretary of the in­ 
terior to issue $10,000,000 bonds for 
the completion of irrigation projects. 
on which work is suspended because 
of lack of funds and failure of th e pro­ 
jectors to observe th e lim itations of 
the reclam ation act. 
H ardships have been worked upon 
many settlers through the suspension 
of w'ork, and Senator Borah, of Idaho, 
and other western senators and rep re­ 
sentatives have urged on the presi­ 
dent that a bond Issue was the only 
way by which justice could be done. 
Mr. T aft declared th at congress did 
not intend that th e governm ent should 
undertake projects w’hich could not be 
currently paid for out of the proceeds 
of the sales of public lands, but added 
that hs bad been impressed during bis 
visit to the west with the necessity 
for imm ediate relief. 
It was in Spokane th at the National 
Irrigation Congress recently met and 
the Ballinger and Pinchot controversy 
arose. This controversy was fostered 
by th e friends and adherents of the 
two officers, but not by the officers 
themselves. 
Secretary Ballinger was criticised by 
form er Governor Pardee, of California 
and others in the congress for having 
recommended and procured the re­ 
opening for entry of lands containing 
w ater sites, which 
had 
been 
with­ 
drawn by Mr. Roosevelt. 
It was a s ­ 
serted that a “w ater power tru s t” had 
been formed to take up all of these 
lands and that the strong conservation 
policy begun by Mr. Pinchot with the 
support of Mr. Roosevelt had been 
abandoned. 
President Taft gave credit both to 
Mr. Pinchot and to Mr. Ballinger. He 
referred to the wonderful work of Mr. 
Pinchot, and said that while that work 
had brought denunciation at first, it 
was now' generally realized that the re 
forms begun by Mr. Pinchot were not 
only n e c e s s a r y , but should have been 
begun ten years ago. 
The president defended the reopen 
ing of lands by the present adm inis­ 
tration as a compliance with existing 
laws. and declared that Mr. Balling­ 
e r’s views were in strict accord with 
those of the administration. 


Gossip No Excuse For Desertion. 
Trenton, N. J.. Sept. 29.—In an opin 
ion flied, giving to Mrs. Laura Brad­ 
bury alimony from her husband, F red­ 
erick Bradbury. Vice Chancellor W alk­ 
er says that abondonm ent of a wife 
cannot be justified by the allegation 
that she gossips with her neighbors 
and thus neglects ber duties, as the 
man charged in a counter s u it 
The 
vice chancellor ruled th at even the do­ 
ing of such things by a wife doe* not 
justify the husband in ceasing his re 
iations with her and abandoning her. 


“Drowned,” He Lives; Plot Is Charged 
Princeton, Ind.. Sept. 29.—T h e ease 
of form er 
R epresentative H enry E. 
Ager, supposed to have been drowned 
in the W abash river and whose disap­ 
pearance was followed by discoveries 
of forgeries aggregating nearly $100.- 
000, was given added interest when 
Timothy Harrington, captain of the 
boat from 
which Agar disappeared, 
was arrested on a charge of conspir­ 
acy. W hen Agar was arrested in Texas 
his wife returned large sum s of life 
insurancem oney paid to her. 


Many Postage Stamps Stolen. 
W ashington. Sept. 29.—The postof 
flee departm ent received a telegram 
from Boonville, N. Y., stating th at the 
postoffice was robbed and about $325 
In stam ps stolen. 
The postoffice at 
Zullinger.

W hitney, of New Haven, believes that 
Dr. Frederick A. Cook found the pole 
and that Commander Peary did the 
same. 
In es pressing this belief Mr. 
W hitney said that he knows no rea­ 
son for doubting Cook 
more than 
Peary. 
“ Dr. Cook's story.” he added, “seems 
to me truthful and probable. Nothing 
else would explain his twelve m onths 
absence." 
The schooner Jeanie arrived here 
with Mr. W hitney on board, coming 
from the Greenland coast by way of 
Indian Harbor. labrador. 
Mr. W hit­ 
ney feels keenly the position in which 
he is placed. 
He went north, he said. 


north after his winter’s work there, 
he (W hitney) informed him of Dr. 
Cook's arrival in April, adding that 
Cook had told him (W hitney) to tell 
Peary that Cook had gone 
beyond 
Peary’s farthest north.
